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Parking employees file sexual harassment suit

Four former Sacramento State park- 
ing Officers have filed a lawsuit against 
the university, allegmg violation of their 
civil rights, citing sexual harassment and 
discrimination. 

Thecase will go to a jury trial after the 
first of the year, thus concluding a two- 
year attempt to assuage the complaints. 
The case will be heard in the U.S. District 


Court, Eastem District in Sacramento. 
Attorneys representing both sides will 
meet for a status conference on Oct. 16. 
Atthat time, arevised schedule will be set 
up for the final pre-trial conference, and a 
date will be set for the trial itself. 
Sacramento Attomey Christian Keiner 
is representing the plaintiffs. The Attor- 
ney General’s office is representing the 
university and all named defendants. 
Keiner declined to discuss the case. The 


of notdiscussing thecase before it goes to 

State Hornet staff obtained the federal 
court documents, which are partof public 
record. According to these documents, 
the plaintiffs are filing for “damages and 
injunctive relief,” specifically $300,000 
for compensatory damages, attorneys’ 
fees and costs of suit. They are claiming 
sexual harassment, discrimination, retali- 
ation, negligent retention, intentional in- 
fliction of emotional distress, negligent 


infliction of emotional distress and false 


_ Imprisonment. 


Plaintiffs Linda Nagao, Lynette 
O’Beck, Nadine Nakata and Nathaniel 
Bailey were all employed as CSUS Park- 


ing Officers. Bailey served as a parking - 


supervisor classified as a “sergeant.” 
Dean of Faculty and Staff Affairs 
David Wagner confirmed that Nagao is 
currently on unpaid leave from the uni- 
versity. Nakata is working in another 


Attomey General’ s officealsohas apolicy 


department on campus, and Bailey has 


retired. 

The university, the trustees and the 
Office of the Chancellor have been named 
as defendants. Also named are CSUS 
President Donald Gerth, Vice President 
for Administration William Pickens, Dean 
of Faculty and Staff Affairs David 
Wagner, former Director ofPublicSafety 
Donald Yelverton, Affirmative Action 
Officer Dr. Stephanie Lieberman, former 
Parking Supervisor James Leese, Direc- 
tor of Support Services Ronald Grant, 
former Transportation and Parking Man- 
ager Darcy Coles, Parking Officer Delmar 
Ray Young, former Parking Officer Rob- 
ert Allen and former Parking Officer 
Joseph Bishop. 

Defendants Yelverton and Bishop 
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haveretired fromthe university and Allen 
is deceased. Coles is no longer an em- 
ployee of the university. 

Court documents state that Nagao 
alleges she was subjected to sex discrimi- 
nation and sexual harassment by a hostile 
and offensive working environment. She 
claims she was subjected to harassment 
by Yelverton, such as kissing, comments 
of a sexual nature and unsafe working 
assignments. 

O’Beck claims she was subjected to 
sex discrimination’ and sexual harass- 
ment by a hostile and offensive working 
environment by defendants Yelverton, 
Leese, Allen and Bishop.

Low attendance 
at President’s 
annual address

Speaking to a Sparse group of stu- 
dents and faculty Monday morning at 
his annual address, CSUS President 
Donald Gerth stressed the need for 
public universites to diversify their 
sources Of support and make universi- 
ties more self sufficient. 

Less than 50 people were present 
when Gerth spoke in the 300-plus ca- 
pacity University Theater, approxi- 
mately half of whom were students. 

“For those of you students whoaren’t 
part of ASI, thank you for coming,” 
joked Associated Students, Inc. Presi- 
dentJ.P. Werlin, who introduced Presi- 
dent Gerth. 

The speech addressed three factors 
that Gerth said are influencing educa- 
tion in general and CSUS students in 
particular: funding, technology and 


the stiident’s access to the university. 
One timely issue Gerth touched on 


which is of interest to higher education 
administrators throughout the country 
concerns a proposed two percent han- 
dling charge on financial aid. Gerth 
said the proposal is presently being 


debated in-Congress. 

Vice President of Student Affairs 
George Wayne interjected that the pro- 
posed action could cost CSUS 
$500,000, which would have to come 
from the university’s general fund. 

Gerth reasoned that Congress and 
the Legislature, at this moment, are 
more responsive to business needs. 

The second factor influencing higher 
education, Gerth said, is the influence 
of technology and how the use of tele- 
vision and e-mail now make it possible 
to conduct classes with students from 
all over the world. 

Gerth told the audience that he was 
waiting expectantly for a decision from 
the Big Sky athletic conference on 
whether CSUS will be accepted. 

Afterwards, during a question and 
answer session, President Gerth heard 
from students who were concerned 


about the future of programs on cam- 
pus like the federally funded Campus 


Assistance Migrant Program and ASI’s 
Children’s Center. The president did 
not give definitive answers for these 
concerns, saying, “We're going to have 
to find ways to fund (the programs).” 


Campus club has big plans for electrically-powered car

In May of 1993, Mechanical Engineering 
student H.A. Mergen signed on with the MC1 
Electric Vehicle Project as the vehicle’s driver. 
With experience on the NASCAR Southwest 
Tour and a lifelong passion for cars and racing, 
he was perfect for the job. More than two years 
and many changes later, Mergen heads the 
MCI project as team leader. 

A vision of over two years ago is now close 
to reality. 

The vehicle, assembled from the frame up, is 
an amalgamation of parts from several different 
cars. The specs on the MC1 are impressive, 
. especially considering it’s an electric vehicle 
produced with limited funds. The body is a 
composite 1995 Camaro Z28 built on a pur- 
pose-built tubular steel frame and roll cage. 
The rear-wheel-direct-drive vehicle has four 
wheel coil-over independent suspension. Four- 
wheel-disk brakes and Goodyear Eagle racing 
tires complete the package. 

The MC1 has a top speed in excess of 120 
mph, a range of 50 miles, and weighs 2,000 


pounds (mainly batteries). 

The MC1 Project is the latest work of an 
interdisciplinary campus group called IDEAS. 
The group consists mainly of engineers, but 


includes business and environmental studies ~ 


students. “Anyone with an interest in what 
we re doing can join,” said Mergen. Over 30 
students from a variety of backgrounds have 
worked on the MC1 car. 

The MC1 Project offers students and the 
university amyriad of benefits, Mergen pointed 
out. “This project provides all kinds of benefits, 
as far as education; it enhances our classroom 
leaming process,” said Mergen. “In class, we 
learn to crunch numbers and how to make 
things come together on paper. This teaches us 
how to go from paper to product.” 

The IDEAS group faced many obstacles and 
logistical problems from the start. Initially, 
they had to figure out how to raise the money 
needed to get the project off the ground. Money 
management, budgeting concerns and fund 
raising posed constant problems for the group. 
Through fund-raising, IDEAS raised $15,000 
in cash and equipment from private and corpo- 
rate donors. Pacific Gas and Electric’s dona- 


tion of $2,000, according to Mergen, “got us to 
the end (of the project).” 

The car still needs some suspension changes, 
work on the motor mounts, wiring, and hooking 
the power source up. The team is waiting for one 
final component, breakaway switches, being 
shipped from England. 

The IDEAS team’s primary goal is to win the 
premiere electric vehicle race, the APS Electrics 
Race in Phoenix in March of 1996. The team also 
wants to set the Phoenix International Raceway 


Electric Vehicle qualifying-speed record about — 


130 mph. 

After the big race this spring, Mergen says they 
plan to use the vehicle as a demonstration and 
educational device. Mergen plans to demonstrate 
the vehicleatracetracks during intermissionshows 
between races. “It’s good exposure for the school, 
electric vehicles, and our sponsors,” Mergen said. 
According to Mergen, the fans at the racetracks go 
wild over the electric race car. It’s also a great 
chance to test and develop the vehicle with free 
track time. 

Many people unfamiliar with alternative fuels

Bailey claims the university has re- 
taliated against him, specifically 
Lieberman, Grant and Coles, for assist- 


ing Nagao and O’Beck in filing for spe- 
cific actions to protect their rights. 
When contacted for comment, CSUS 
Assistant Vice President for Communi- 
cations and Public Affairs Ann Reed said 
she could not discuss the case because it 
is in litigation. She said, “We (the univer- 
sity) believe we have a very strong case.”

are skeptical about the practicality of 
electric vehicles in day-to-day regular 
use. “Electricity is a viable power source 
for vehicles,” argues Mergen. Electric 
power is limited, he admits, but mainly in 
termsoflong distancedriving. Thespeed, 
power, and acceleration derived from an 


~ electric vehicle is sufficient for many jobs 


traditionally done by gas engines. Post 
Office jeeps, short-route delivery vehicles, 
and even short commutes can be effi- 
ciently handled by electric vehicles, 
Mergen said. 

McClellan Air Force Base’s Electric 
Vehicle Program, where Mergen cur- 
rently works as an intem, serves as a 
strong testamentto the viability of electric 
vehicles. According to Mergen, 
McClellan has 60 electric vehicles in 
daily use. The vehicles travel a com- 
bined total of over 60,000 miles a year 
and have an average range of 100 miles. 

With the 1998 approach of a Califor- 
nia mandate for at least2 percent of most 
major auto manufacturers cars sold in the 
state to be powered electrically, the de- 
mand for electric vehicles will increase 
significantly in the next few years. 

Mergen says that the development of 
advanced lead-acid batteries will provide 
a major boost for electric vehicles. In- 
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stead of the traditional battery technology 
which uses solid plates of lead brought 
into contact with acid to generate power 
(a practice which has gone largely un- 
changed for almost 100 years), advanced 
lead-acid batteries utilize lead made into 
coded fibers, which are then woven into 
plates. These woven lead plates allow for 
highenergy density and higher amperage 
from the battery. The subsequentbenefits 
are better acceleration and longer range 
for electric vehicles. 

Other advantages of electric vehicles 
include the virtually silent motor which 
Mergen likens to the whir of an electric 


power drill. The electric motor doesn’t 


use spark plugs, motor oil, or many of the 
other parts that breakdown and have to be 
replaced regularly on traditional gas en- 
gines. The whole idea behind electric 
vehicles focuses on efficient energy use; 
everything about the cars is environment 
friendly. 

The batteries do require regular main- 
tenanceandcharging. The battery is where 
the most improvement is needed in order 
for electric vehicles toreally compete with 
gas engines. As battery technology im- 
proves, Mergen pointed out, the problems 
and drawbacks of electric vehicles will go 
away.

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The Passing 
of a Legend 


Tonight the Boston Bruins will host the 
Montreal Canadiens in a seemingly meaning- 
less exhibition hockey game, marking the end 
of an era. After the game, the doors to the 
Boston Garden will be locked for the last time, 
and piece by piece the historical edifice will be 
taken apart and sold. 

This past summer, I went to Boston (the 
sports fan’sequivalentofa pilgrimage to Mecca) 
to take a closer look at the Garden before the 
wrecking ball cross-checks her into a memory. 

- You only need to stare at the leprechaun in the 
middle of the famed parquet floor to hear Johnny 
Most’s raspy scream. “Havlicek stole the ball!” 
the building echoes. “Havlicek stole the ball.” 

Looking at the banners, the chants of “Beat 
L.A.” begin to mount as the leprechauns laugh 
quietly in the corners at all the opponents who 
suffered in the heat. The lack of air conditioning 
was both a physical and psychological advan- 
tage for the Celtics, who rarely lost at home 
during their heyday. 

But the Celtics were mere tenants in the 
building, and they have been treated as such. At 
one point their landlord, the Bruins, decreed 
that the Celtics could only hang their banners 
while they were on the court. 

The Bruins, who will also own the new build- 
ing, suffered in the heat. The new arena will have 
aregulation size icerink, 6,000 additional seats (all 
of which will offer full view of the action), and 
most important of all, air conditioning. 

With capacity crowds and no a/c, the rising 
temperatures often left the Bruins literally play- 
ing in a fog during the playoffs. The ice would 
soften and a foggy cloud would form over the 


ice, hampering visibility. In the,1989 Stanley 
Cup Finals, the fog became so bad thatalternate 


sites were being considered, adding fuel to the 
Bruins desire for a new building which they are 
finally getting. 

Across town, another piece of history is being 
threatened as the Red Sox prepare to leave the Fens 
for greener pastures at the MegaPtex. When a 
suitable site is found, construction will begin on the 
facility which will include a baseball-only sta- 
dium, a domed football stadium for the Patriots, a 
convention centerand more with an expected price 
tag exceeding a billion dollars. 

Even with the cheap seats going for eight 
bucks, the Sox contend they can not compete in 
a 34,000 seat stadium (smallest capacity the 
league) and soon the Cask and Flagon saloon on 
Landsdowne Street may have a view of a park- 
ing lot instead of the fabled Green Monster. 

Standing under the Monster, the history 
comes alive: good, bad, and ugly. Guys like 
Williams and Yaz used to patrol the outfield in 
the shadow of the Monster and looking in you 
can see the mound where Babe Ruth gothis start 
in a Boston uniform as a southpaw hurler, 
leading the league in earned run average in 
1916 and going 3-0 in two World Series. 

But perhaps it’s fitting that Fenway opened 
the same day the Titanic set sail on its first and 
only voyage. Ever since Harry Frazee sold Ruth 
to the hated Yankees, Sox faithful have come to 
expect disaster and heartache. 

A quick glance south shows the right field 
bleachers where Ruth came back in a Yankee 
uniform to deposit his 60th home run in 1927, 
Looking up,37 feetabove the playing surface isthe 
net which caught Bucky Dent’s improbable blast 
off Mike Torrez in the one-game playoff in 1978. 

And every fall brings expectations of another 
Bill Buckner. Even with the division title already 
clinched, nobody is resting easy in Boston. 

The team suffered through a mild June 
swoon. The division lead was shrinking and 
errors were mounting in a frustrating loss to the 
last-place Blue Jays. Between bites of sausage, 
one overweight fan behind me bellowed ‘Ca’ 
mawn Sawks, it ain’t Septemba’ yet!” 

Maybe a new park will allow the Sox to 
escape the “Curse of the Bambino” and the 
years of resulting pessimism. But even if the 
eventual move to the MegaPlex brings hope, 


_ Optimism, and an end to “the Curse,” it will be 


a sad day in Beantown. They can keep Old 
Ironsides and the Freedom Trail, but Boston 
will never be the same.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— 
Deion Sanders ended his baseball 
season a week early Sunday so he 
can have arthroscopic surgery on his 
left ankle and join the Dallas Cow- 
boys as soon as possible. 

The San Francisco Giants were 
eliminated from playoff contention 
Sunday with a 3-1 loss to the Colo- 
rado Rockies, and Sanders said he 
will skip the Giants’ final seven 
games to have surgery Monday or 
Tuesday in Miami. 

Sanders, traded from the Cincin- 
nati Reds to the Giants on July 21, 
finished. the season with a .268 bat- 
ting average in 85 games with six 
homers, 28 RBIs and 24 stolen bases. 
He hit .285 for the Giants in 52 games, 
mostly as a leadoff hitter. 

Sanders, who was greeted with a 
mixture of boos and cheers in the last 
few games from San Francisco fans, 
signeda$35 million freeagentcontract 
with the Cowboys earlier this month. 
Sanders starred as a cornerback on the 
San Francisco 49ers team that won the 
Super Bowl in January.

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‘Seven:’ sins out of the Bible, into society

“Seven” is’a thriller about a serial 
killer with a Biblical motif and the 
policemen who are assigned to track 
him down. Opening with a macabre 
surprise and ending with an alarming 
inevitability, it is captivating, though 
not a movie for the weak stomached. 


Itdelves into the lives of the charac-— 


ters and the relationships between their 
jobsandeach other. David Millsplayed 
by Brad Pitt is a young married police- 
man who moves from small-town 
America to the city. Will Sommerset, 
played by Morgan Freeman, is Mills’ 


alter ego. He is an unmarried retiring 


homicide detective bent on leaving the 


urban life and moving out into the 
country. Millsisimpatientand quick to 
anger but he is optimistic and dedi- 
cated. Sommerset is jaded and with- 
drawn but good at what he does and 
concerned about his partner. Mills and 
Sommerset are both strong characters, 
but despite their good points, neither is 
very likable. 

The city is also a character in this 
film. The film gives the impression 
that it is set in New York by its refer- 
ences to life “upstate.” However, never. 
in the film is there a reference to where 
the setting is exactly. This ambiguity 
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allows the city to be a generic version 
of Chicago, Los Angeles, New York, 
and 100 other large American cities 
strewn with unhappy lives, uncaring 
people, and violence. _ 

Aspects of life within the crowded 
streets have affected each of the cen- 
tral characters. .The impersonality and 
violence of the big city has driven 
Sommerset into retirement and 
antisociality. The same aspects have 
created an aura of adventure, excite- 
ment, and ability to do good which, as 
a whole, has drawn Mills into town. 
His wife, who doesn’t share his enthu- 
siasm for the city, tries to cope but 
wallows in her unhappiness. The im- 
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personality and the decadence filter 
through the killer and become a reli- 
gious crusade that turns the city into a 
sepulcher and immutably disrupts the 
lives of the people it touches. 
“Seven” is thought-provoking and 


‘well worth the money ‘it costs to go. 


The story line is excellent and keeps 
the viewers’ attention from start to 
finish through a mixture of Christian 
mysticism and creative violence. 
“Seven” is a crash course on deadly 
sins of the same number (Gluttony, 
Greed, Sloth, Lust, Pride, Wrath, and 
Envy) and will burn them into the

memory of whoever watches the 
movie. 

All of the killings correspond to 
each separate sin and many of the 
Clues left behind are in the form of 
quotes taken from scripture or Medi- 
eval and Renaissance theological and 
secular writings, such as The Canter- 
bury Tales, the Merchant of Venice, 
and Paradise Lost giving the movie 
an air of literacy and intelligence. 

Although mainly a thriller, there 
are points of humor and beauty, and 
moments of endearment such as a 
restaurant scene between Sommerset 
and Tracy, Detective Mills’ alluring 
wife. Also, this movie stars Brad Pitt 
as an actor, not just the part of a babe- 
magnet. 

His performance is excellent and 
definitely proves his ability as an 
actor, even though his part seems 
written expressly for him. 

The questions of sanity, religion, 
and the innocence of everyday people 
are asked and answered, regardless 
of whether we like what we hear. 
This movie is filled with unforget- 
table pictures and the chilling 
thoughts and dilemmas of people we 
would never want to trade places 
with. 

The deaths are agonizing, emo- 
tionally disturbing, and perfectly re- 
alistic. 

The killer in one of the final scenes 
aptly says that he has created some- 
thing that will be puzzled over and 
thought of for years tocome.

written. As a veteran college student, I 


appreciate his organization and clarity. 
The manifesto is broken down into 
about two dozen short chapters, with 
well-written introductions and conclu- 
sions. Each chapter smoothly moves 
the overall argument forward in a well 
thought out and easily readable fash- 
ion. It isa masterful piece of academic 
work and better than most of the politi- 
cal theory I have encountered in the 
Government Department. 

The argument is extremely detailed 
and I found it difficult to summarize it 
accurately in the short amount of space 
here. But there can be no doubt that 
FC’s manifesto will generate signifi- 
cant debate in the academic commu- 
nity. 

Maybe. 

A good part of the manifesto is 
dedicated to attacking “modern left- 
ism” and leftists, who he defines as, 
“mainly socialists, collectivists, “po- 
litically correct’ types, feminists, gay 
and disability activists, animal rights 
activists and the like.” In other words, 
the liberal opinion makers, like univer- 
sity professors and political pundits. 
The nation’s intellectual community, 
which is generally leftist in character, 
will be reluctant to address this mani- 
festo because it will require them to 
confront their own “issues”—never an 
easy task. 

So in effect, FC has found a very 
clever way to shut up those who usu- 
ally babble about this sort of thing.

FC believes we are fast approach- 
ing anew watershed in human history. 
In paragraph 151 he writes, “Whereas 
formerly the limits of human endur- 
ance have imposed limits on the devel- 
opment of society, industrial-techno- 
logical society will be able to pass 
those limits by modifying human be- 
ings, whether by psychological meth- 
ods, or biological methods or both. In 
the future, social systems will not be 
adjusted to suit the needs of human 
beings. Instead, human beings will be 
adjusted to suit the needs of the system. 

*.. 10 those who think that all this 
sounds like science fiction, we point 
out that yesterday’s science fiction is 
today’s science fact. The Industrial 
Revolution has radically altered man’s 
environment and way of life, and it is 
only to be expected that as technology 
is increasingly applied to the human 
body and mind, man himself will be 
altered as radically as his environment 
and way of life have been.” 

Foranybody whohas read Huxley’s 
Brave New World, this is all too famil- 
iar. Butif we start tampering with what 
makes us human, don’t we cease to 
become human? 

FC wants us to remain human, not 
some genetically-engineered freak of 
man. And he wants freedom for all 
humans. FC writes, “By ‘freedom’ we 
mean the opportunity to go through the 
power process, with real goals not the 
artificial goals of surrogate activities, 
and without interference, manipula- 
tion or supervision from anyone, espe- 
cially from any large organization. 
Freedom means being in control (ei- 
ther as an individual or as amember of

issues of one’s existence: food, cloth- 
ing, shelter and defense against what- 
ever threats there may be in one’s envi- 
ronment.

One - 


does not have freedom if anyone else

mere permissiveness.” 

There is no pseudo-revolutionary 
crap here. FC is a true radical revolu- 
tionary who acknowledges that some- 
times violence is necessary in pursuing 
certain ends. FC says about our soci- 
ety: “It would be better to dump the 
whole stinking system and take the 
consequences.” 

That’s hard for a good little Ameri- 
can like me to stomach. Nonetheless, 
I find myself intoxicated with the power 
and depth of his work and eagerly 
await his next manifesto (he has prom- 
ised more).. 

Publishing the next work should not 
be difficult for FC.

Whatlam basically trying tosay is that the picture that has been 
painted for you in these opinion pages is not as dark and dreary as 
portrayed. I am very optimistic and excited about this coming 
year. I am looking forward to serving you and affecting this 
university during the opportunity you have given to me.
